Colonel Anderson’s address was an 
eloquent one, in which, while abating 
no jot of love and admiration for Gen- 
era) Lee, so couched it in words as not 
to jar upon the sensibilities of the most 
t unionists. He began with 
the statement that people are known 
by their monuments, and by that rec- 
ord the world always gave its most de- 
voted admiration to its warriors. He 
sketched, in a masterly way, the trans- 
cendent qualities necessarily united in 
a great general. Lee, however, was 
not merely one of the greatest cap- 
tains, but. a man of absolutely un- 
blemished character and christian 
life. It was the singular felicity of 
Virginia to have uced two great, 
stainless military leaders, Washington 
and Lee. The orator gave an elab- 
orate bi phical review of the Gen- 
eral’s life; dwelt upon the painful 
struggle which it cost him,,to decide 
whether to give his allegiance to the 
Nation or hig native State, and finally, 
in the face of an offer of the command 
of the Union army, decided that duty 
called him to stand by Virginia. 

The speaker then sketched Lee’s 
campaigns in illustration of his wili- 
tary genius; touched upon the moder- 
ation and good sense of the North at 
the close of the struggle, and its happy 
results; spoke of Lee’s subsequent 
gniet, dignified life, and closed with a 
brilliant peroration. 

The Lee monunient is situated at the 
intersection of two broad streets in the 
fashionable residence section. It con- 
sists of a white granite pedestal forty 
feet high, with six pedestals for the 
statues of Lee’s generals to be placed 
hereafter.
